To tills union was born six children, 
four of whom are still living— Mr. T.

C. Ricketts, all residing at home. 

Mrs. Ricketts died in 1806, and two 
sons, John P. and William, died some 
years later. 

It has been vouchsafed to Mi. Itiek- 
etts to witness the most wonderful de- 
velopements that have marked the 
world's history. 

He has seen the state of Kentucky 
grow from a population of about 100,- 
000 to over 2,000,000; the United States 
has grown from 7,000,000 to 80,000,000 
people; when he saw the light there 
wasn't a railroad In tho world, and the 
telegraph and telephone did not exist 
even In the mind of tho most enthusi- 
astic dreamer. He was here before the 
Kentucky troops that shared in the 
disastrous shock on the river Raisin 
and the subsequent brilliant victory of 
the Thames returned to Maysville and 
were mustered out of sorvice. 

He had almost arrived at "man's 
estate" when, on July 4th, 1H29, ground 
was brokon for the Maysville and Lex- 
ington Turnpike, the first macadamized 
road over undertaken by individual en- 
terprise in the world, and he is the 
only living witness to the attendant 
ceremonies. 

Up to a few months ago he was as 
aottve as most men ol 50, but for some 
weeks he has been confined to his home, 
although, his mind is as clear and hie 
memory of pait events aa keen as ever.
